formed the commission functions adequately. 

“It’s because they haven’t done their jobs in the in- 
terest of citizens,” Booze said. He cited the budget prob- 
lems and what he called an attempt to prevent commis- 
sioner Paul Timmons from having a word on city com- 


- Mission. 


“Paul Timmons is not the bad guy here,” Booze said. 

City Commissioner Deneille Moes said several 
people from the city and from the public had approached 
her to say that city administrator David White was not 
performing his job the way he should. She did not give 
any names, but said she heard there are department heads 
that have not met with White for three years. 

“T ask that we investigate this by bringing depart- 
ment heads in and ask them when they last met with 
the city administrator,” said Moes. “How can you runa 
city if you aren’t‘in touch with the employees?” 

Moes made a motion to re-evaluate the administra- 
tor, but it failed with Moes and Timmons voting “yes” 
and Ron Klooster, Ray Fisher, Lee Symonds, Mark 
Postma and Mayor Dan Bennett voting “no.”
